Several years before the inaugura- 
tion of the College, the laic Hon. 
Amos Kendall became much interest- 
ed in some deaf-mute children, inso- 
much that, he began, and for some 
time supported, a, school for them, 
lie gave the land, and thus begun 

what subsequently developed into the 
Columbia Inst il ni ion for the Deaf 
and Dumb, to which was finally add- 
ed the College itself. 

The land owned by the College 

comprises about, one hundred acres, 

in which are included eighl y acres

one in t his coll n I IV being the eelc 

hrated school al I Ian ford, Ot., open 

ed under the direction of Thomas 

Hopkins Callaiidel. in the year ISIS. 

Hut, it, was not until I S(» I that the 

National Deaf Mule College was 

inaugurated. Cntil then a deaf- 
mute could obtain an education only 
to a limited extent. Beyond that — 

be his intellectual aspiral ions never 

so high — he must, £0 alone. There 
was no organized method nor place 
of study for him. Bul the oollegiate 

department was added tO tbe already 

ag 1 lolumbia [nstutition for the 

Deaf and Dumb, and, by act, of 

Congress in April, 1864, the Oollege 
was authorized to confer degrees. 

The Oollege course, as it, now 

stands, gives a thorough training in 
1 he advanced depai tmenta of study, 
and the graduate obtains tbe device 

to which he is entitle i. as a student 
would in any ordinary oollege.

bow upon a v mini. The jar 
Of the vibrations I bus 

caused is so agreeable that 
,,nie of the students keep it, 
up for hours, much to the 
horror of those in the build- 
ing who can hear. 

Returning Eo the college 

from the trees, one passes 

the gymnasium, which is 

now almost complcled. ami 
will contain in addition a

Sports the mutes appear to have eS 
peoial power. And their si 
,,r course very keen, and trained 
to a high degree of quickness and ao

The customary reading-room, 

museum, ami library of colleges gene- 
rally, are here also. The reading- 
room is supplied with the current 

lines and newspapers, and the 
museum contains already the nucleus 

ood collect ion of shells and other 
interesting specimens. A noticeable 

leal nre of the library is a, set of book 

cases oontaining the literature of the 

deaf and dumb, as a class. Nearly 
all the books ever published upon tbe 
.subject, may be found here.

Madame Callaiidel, has always been a 
li IV example and inspiration to other 
deaf mutes who have seen in her the 
embodiment, of those graceful, social.

In the month of 
May occurs the Pre 
Sell tut ion Hay of the 
college, when the 
graduates deliver 
their orations and 

are presented for 
their degrees of 
Bachelor of* Arts or 

Philosophy. These 
tea are held in the large 
ball of the institution. A tine por- 
trait ol the lion. Amos Kendall hangs 
above the platform, and another, of 
Dr. Thomas 11. Gallaudet, was nn- 

veiled during the spring of the pres- 
ent year. 

The dissertations and orations of 
the graudates are usually delivered in 
the sign-lai they are read sim- 

ultaneously I" the audience by one of 
the professors. 

The force of expressive gesture is 



most remarkable in the manner of 
these young men's delivery. There 

is an eloquent gracefulness in every 

motion which far supasses that of 
other students. Their faces glow 
with intelligence and strength, and 
sometimes it, seems that, they must 
speak the pent-up thoughts which 
How so freely from their finger-tips. 
One young man who had not. been 
totally deaf from birth had, by mere 
tone of will and practice, retained 
his power of speech. On the, last 
Presentation Day. a few months ago, 
ibis student, delivered his oration in 

1 In- ordinary method of speech. To 
the casual listener, no difference in 

his voioe and manner from that, of a 
young orator in any college could be 

detected. 

But this is not so with those who 
have been taught, the use of the voice 
in a manner wholly artificial and 
mechanical — who have been mutes 
from birth. 1 11 such cases the voice 
is harsh and unnatural, and the 
power to modulate or change the lone 
is very slight. This, however, must 
come more and more with practice. 
During the intermission in the ex- 
ercises of Presentation Hay, Dr. Cal- 
landet brought upon the platform 
several children from the Columbia 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
the buildings of which adjoin the 
college. These children were intro- 
duced to illustrate Prof. Bell's method 
of leaching articulation by 
means of a system of "visi- 
ble speech." 

A blackboard WSJ cov- 
ered with different arbitrary 

signs, each of which means 
to the child a particular posi 
Hon of the vocal organs. 
When he sees one of these 
characters the metal picture 
of the right, position conies 
to him, and he makes the 
sound which ho has been 
taught to associate with it. 
The first and simplest 
signs upon the board ibe 
meaning of which is only 
that the voice shall sound 
ill different ways.^bul, with- 
out reference to words— were 
merely, < >, which has the 
same significance that, it 
does when written in a 
piece of music, a crescendo' 
The next was a row of per- 
pendicular lines I , 
which the pupil interprets 
as a series of short sounds 
in rapid succession. Various 
signs of similar character 
followed, of which the import 
was obvious, even to outsiders, 
as - ""\_''" v , indicating a continu- 
ous sounding of the voice, 
with a smooth and regular change in 
the pitch. The. teacher varies these 
with many other exercises far develop- 
ing the voice ; but. the system of 
" visible speech," properly so called. 
is too complicated to allow of more 

than a very general description. 

The outline of a face ami throat is 
put upon the board, with heavy cniyes 

for the point of 

t he nose, the un- 
der lip, and the 

point, middle, and 

back of the 

tongue, while a 

h e a v y. Straight 

line shows the 

throat.

Prom the first 
elementary char- 
acters which in- 
dicate merely that 
the lip, tongue,

which makes it 
possible for a 
deaf person to 

acquire the fin- 
est shades of 
pronunciation. 
After having acquired ■ knowledge 

of the symbols, and what exact, sound 
each represents, the connection be- 
tween words thus indicated, and ordi- 
narily written or printed words is 
shown, so that finally tltt* characters 
may be entirely dispensed With, the 
pupil becoming thoroughly familiar 



with the pronunciation and meaning 
of words as they are generally seen. 

The system is a means, not an end, 
and thus the objection which some 
persons have been heard to make- 
that studying so many complicated 
characters cannot, in t he end materi- 
ally benefit tin 1 pupil, since books are 
not. printed in such signs — is quite 
unfounded. The intention is 10 show 
very soon the connection between 
printed words and these eharaelers.

amount of patience and tact; for the 
pupils must, frequently learn how n 
sound is produced by placing their 
hands before the mouth, to feel for 
the breath, or upon the throat or cose 
of the instructor. 

Frequently refractory tong-ies, 
which will rise at the wrong time 
must be kept in position by means of 

a "manipulator" of ivory; and the 
pupils practice frequently before mir- 
rors, copy ing the position of their own 
lips and tongue from that, of the 
teacher. Most of these pupils are 
also becoming proficient in " lip-read- 
ing," which will be of great, practical 
use, insomuch that its acquirement 

would dispense with the finger-alpha 

bet winch the teachers desire to have 
used as little as possible. 

The art of teaching the dumb to 
■peak is a wonderful advance on Hie 
language of signs of those eminent 
French leachers of the deaf and 
dumb. L'Abbc de 1/Kpee, and his 
successor, the Abbe Sieard. Although 
the voices of the children who illus- 
trated the new system had an un- 
natural sound, their words couhl in 
general be perfectly distinguished. 
One little boy was sufficiently advanc- 
ed to read a poem to the audience. 

Not all the pupils are thus taught 
to articulate, hut only those whose 
mental [lowers seem to give promise of 
justifying the expenditure of their 
energies in its acquirement. 

A lovelier spot can hardly he imag- 
ined than Kendall Creen appeared 
when we left the hall and came out 
where the setting sun flung its glory- 
across the living verdure of the lawn. 
The fresh green foliage partly reveal- 
ed the dome of the Capitol, which rose.
